Oe that I held aCorrefpondence by Letters with Prince Eu- 
| gene &c. Reports chat were the more cutting to me, 
becaufe I faw my Honour attack’d in the tendereft Part. 
In this Uneafine{s I judg’d the beft Courfe I could take, 
in the Abfence of the Duke of Vendome who was gone 
oe Court, was to go to Venice, to clear my felf of thofe 
the AniWaflador of France, and to prepare 
him for it I wrore him the following Letter 4 or 5 days 
before my Departure. 
- * Sir, I thall fee out from hence in afew Days for 
‘ Venice, which I have a great Defire to fee ; and the 
‘ firft thing I thall think my lf concern’d to do on 
* my Arrival there, will beto receive your Commands. 
My prefent Circutmftances oblige me to affure you, 
‘ that I thall do nothing bur what is conformable to 
* the Intentions of the King whom you reprefent: 
* I fhall make but a fhore ftay at Venice. I have the 
* Honour to be, &c. 

My Condué at Bologna was fo circumfpe&, chat it 
might have fecurd me from all falfe Reports, might 
T have hop’d for any Juftice. I made no Vifits there, 
but to Cardinal d’Adda Legate of that City, to de- 
fire him to write to his Holynefs to interpofe his 
good Orfices with the King, that he might be pleas’d 
to put me on the Eftablifhment of his General Officers 
as I was before my Difgrace, and to propofe likewife 
to his Majefty to permit me to ferve his Holynefs for 2 
Years, in’ the Guality of General of his Troops. I 
was even cautious of feeing the Duke of Modena there, 
knowing his Interefts were not of a Piece with thofe 
of France ; and the Evening before my Departure I 
juft waited on the Dutchefs Dowager of Brunfwick, 
that I might’ not be wanting to common Civility, e- 
{pecially a neutra] Place, and towards a Princefs 
whofe Merit has made her fo well known and efteem’d 
in France. 

I left Bologna the 8th of February, and arrlv’d at 
Venice the rorh at Night: I went immediately to the 
Ambeflidor’s Houfe; he was not at Home, but his 
Servants told me I might find him about_i1 a Clock 
next Morning. I was there agen at the-Time; and 
after I had had the Mortification to wait an Hour and 
a Quarterin his Antichamber, I was at laft admitted 
to him. He Jook’d as juft come from his Toiler, 
which was fet our witha magnificent Looking-Glafs 
and other Furniture in great Order: He was ina Cap 
trick’d up with Knots ; and his clear and ruddy Com- 
ple&tion made him lvok very f{parkifh. Itook for a 
Mark of Confidence his receiving me {fo familiarly in 
that Equipage, and indeed he treated me mighty civilly. 
I entertain’d him on the Subje& that had brought me 
to Venice, and he feem’d much concern’d for the. 
Wrongs that had been done me ; To convince me of 
it, he didin my Prefence, and before the Chevalier de 
Vincelles whom he admitted into our Converfation — 
for myfterious Reafons that were then hid from me, 
caufe a Letter to the King to be drawn up, in Terms 
very proper to have wrought upon his Majefty in my 
Favour, had it been fent as it was drawn up,

ther Mention to me either of that Letter, or of 
Affairs, but turn’d all his Difcourfe to other Mae. 
I was yet more furpriz’d, when walking in the After- 
noon in the Place of St. Mark, a French Officer that 
muft be namelefs, came and whifper'd in my Ear, sir 
T advife you mot to be abroad without a Guard, for there we 
Defigns on your Perfon: I cannot pofitively fay what Jort of 
Mifchief 8 contriv’d againft you, mor the Nugnber of tbe 
Confpirators ; but by what I have difcover'd, they are {ot 
at Work by the Ambaffador of France. 
This Counftl coming froma Perfon whom I could 
not fufpe&t, and after fo many unhappy Occurrences 
hay Difquiet : de- 
termin’d therefore to provide for my own Safety, for 
I well forefaw I could not take fuch Precautions in 
that City as might fecure me from all Danger, and I 
fufpefted I fthould be fhould I venture to re- 
turn to Bologna. The Chevalier de Vincelles, who 
had counfell’d me to return to Bologna, took Pains 
to reo me, that I might get thither by Sea fooner 
and fafer than by Land; arguing, thae the Way by 
Land was infefted by Freebooters, and that it was.not 
advifeable forme who was out of the Service, to travel 


a Road on which French Grenadiers were pofted in 
divers Places. I had. like to have been toate x by the 
feign’d Sincerity of that Gentleman, nar could I have 
bi d Deftruétion had I fallen into the Snare, which 
could noc be better laid for I have fince been affur'd, 
that of thofe Grenadiers, who "twas pretended were 
pote’ to cover the Return of the French Officers 
rom Venice to Mantya, fome were put into Boats,in 
‘Order to intercept me at Sea, deat T fhould have been 
out of all Hearing. 
The 13th and 14th I caufed one of my Guards, 4 
Cook and 2 Footmen well Arm’d, to follow me cle 
and keep their Eyes upon me ; I had alfo with me the 
Chevalier de Montigni, a Gentleman that is devoted 
me, and feveral Officers of my Nation: So that 
a not be attack’d, without equal Hazard to ‘the

in the Horfe-Service of the Republick, left at my 
Lodgings the following Note dire&ted for me and 
“Sir, A Perfon of Quality, who withes you well,

celles have contriv'd together, to caufe you to be 
feiz'd in this City, and conveigh’d by Force intg 
France. Take your Precautions. hereupon, withoug 
*Lofs of Time; for your Friends would be extremely, 
“troubled, fhould you come co any Hure.. RY 
Tho’ I knew not who was the Writer of this Note, 
I could make no manner of Doubr of his Sincerity 4 
and this quite preswhelmed me. I might have de- 
fended my Life if: attack’d fairly ;. but how could § 
fence againft continual Ambufhes,. directed. by the 
King’s Minifter, authoriz’d by his Character, and afhifts 
ed by fo many Men as he has at his Difpofal. I might 
well guefs what Scuff the Chevalier, de Vincelles was ~ 
made of, who tho’no better than the King’s Agent in. the. 
Town of Brefcia, dignifies himfelf in other Places with. 


-the Title of Collonel of Dragoons;. and 1 could not. 


doubt, but that to recommend himfelf to Monfieur 
de Chamillard, he would have plaid che Catchpole ‘to, 
fieze me, and done worfe on occafion.. Wherefore in. 
fo crucl a Perplexity, I faw no other Courfe to take, 
than to keep clofe within my Lodgings, till a favour. 
able Oppostunity fhould offer for my returning to Boe 
logna, whero had left my Baggage. During this 
Confinement, I was well affur'd, that the fiezing me: 
in my Paflage by Sea had certainly been pitch’d upon,, 
preferably to all ocher Ways of Violence. becaufe iti 
might be done with the leaft Noife, and with the leaft 
Refiftance. 
So I kept in my Chamber, to which there was fo 
Paffage but upa narrow pair of Scairs, and this Re- 
tirement, which was no better than a Prifon, admi- 
nifter’d to me 2 thouland totmenting Refleftions on the. 
Cruelty of my Deftiny. Ithere confider’d the Merie. 
of two and thirty Years Service perform'd with the 
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ateft Fidelity md Zeal, foft beyond Recovery, my 
‘Honour, which I had ever plac’d next my Heart, at- 
tack’d in the tendereft Part; and my Life expos'’d to 
continual and unavoidable Dangers: On the other 
Hand the Implacabfenefs of che Enemy whofe Hatred 
had rais’d the Perfecutions againft me ; and the De- 
fair of Returning to my native ped ; feeing his 
all-powerful Credit at Court would juftify the Wrongs 
he had done, and confequently render my Woes re- 
wiedilefs. Tis true I had that Comfort of the unfor- 
tunate, to have many Fellow-fufferers. For how many 
brave Generals and eminent Officers have like me un- 
dergone Perfecutions from Monlieur de Chamillard ? 
And how much Damage has he done the State, by 
taking away the Commands of fome, to give them co 
others who had not the fame Capacity, and by fubver- 
ting in his Caprichioes or Paffion, ‘all che Rules of the 
military Profeffion ? He took the Command of the 

Armies from the Marfhal de Catinat, notwithtanding 

the great and juft Reputation he had acquir'd : He 
caus’'d a Penfion of 2000 Crowns to be refus'd the 

Prince of Auvergne, who wanted it to redeem himfelf 

from Mifery, and who for chat Reafon was oblig’d 
to go over into the Service of the States General. He 
treated as unworthily the Marquis de Lomaria Licu- 
tenant General, who becoming Commander of the 

Army on the Mofelle, by the Death of the Counr de 

Coigay, had the Mortification co find himfelf oblig'd 

to obey the Marquis d’Alegre detach’d from our Army 
“to take his Place ; which forc’d him likewife to quit 
‘the Service. Atter this, with what Partiality did he 
‘elevate the Duke de la Feuillade his Son in Law, to 

the Generalfhip, before he had atrain’d fufficient Capa- 
city to command in Chief ? Not but I believe he 
‘might arrive to it by having better Luck than others: 

But it muft be granted me his lucky Hour was not 

come, when that young Duke order'd the Town of. 

Afti to be evacuated, nor when he thamefully rais'd 

the Siege of that Place tho’ almoft defencelefs, becaufe 

he did not attack ic rightly. Can there be a more cry- 
ing Injuftice, than what he did to the Count de Sur- 
ville Lieutenant General and Collonel of the Regiment 

» Roy, who has lately had his Regiment taken from 

him; on Account of a Conteft with his Inferiour about 

Subordination ? Or canany thing be more fcandalous 

than the Infult he has made upon the Authority of the 

Marfhals of France ? The Judgements of thofe Gen- 

tlemen, whom our Kings ftile their Coufins, were 

formerly decifive, and could not be appeal'd from ; 

but at prefent they are no longer fo, witnefs the Judge- 
_ gent they had equitably pronounc’d on the foremen- 

tion’d Conteft between Meffieurs de Surville and de la 
Barre, which M.de Chamillard has caus’d to be annull'd, 
by pifeiading the King to pafs a more rigorous Sen- 
tence himfelf. 

This Minifter’s Perfecution of the Marquis d’Ef- 
elaiaville Major General, may be confider’d as more 
i in its Kind than any of the preceeding : 

at Marquis having given Information that the sion 
was cheated in the Modeneze where he commanded, 
the Anfwer return’d him was, that he fhould not cone 
cern himfelf with fuch Affairs, and that he might take 
his Part of certain Emoluments arifing from the Mint. 
The Marquis, being a Man of gre.t Integrity and Zeal 
for the King’s Service, refus’d the Profit offer’d him, 
and wrote back that the King was fo prodigioufly cheat- 
ed that he would undertake to procure his Majefty two 
Millions more than had been ordinarily accounted for 
t© him out of the Impofts charg’d on the Modeneze in 
his Name ; an Anfwer, which inftead of being well re- 
ceivd, and rewarded as it deferv'd, caus’d him to be 
difmifs'd the Service. But what had the ancient and 
worthy Lieutenant General M. de Quinfon done to M. 
de Chamillard, to have the young Duke de Noailles, 
who was but a Major Genera!, advanc’d over his Head 
to the Command of the Trocps in Rouffillon?, And 
what had the Prince d’Elboeuf done him, to be refus’d 
a Regiment, when 20 were given te Schoolboys, which 
oblig’d, him to go to Vienna to feek Employment ? 
Laftly, what had the Chevalier de Bonneval Collonel of 
Regiment of Foot committed, to be conftrain’d by 
multiplied Vexations to lay down his Commiffion vo- 
luntarily, and in Confequence to yo over to the Em- 
perour’s Service? I fhould be too tedious, fhould [ 

about to enumerate here all the Aéts of Injuftice and 
Violence done by this Minifter; [ chink it fufficient to 
fhéw by thefe few Examples, that no Perfon who has 
ance. the Misforrune to incur his Hatred, can Efcape the 
Effects of it.
